After one of the most prolonged and 
determined contests over an item in 
uaval appropriation bill waged for many 
years, the Senate conferees on Tuesday 
yielded to the House and accepted its 
provision for the construction 
16,000-ton battleship at one of the navy 
yards to be selected by the secretary of 
the navy. 

The conferees have disagreed ou this

The Senate committee 
affairs, backed by the 
opinion of the the naval experts and 
the secretary, bave insisted that no 
warships should be built at navy yards 
and that the practice followed since 
the development of the navy began of 
awarding contracts to private yards 
should be continued with the new pro- 
gram of increase. 

Powerful commercial influences have 
been exerted by boards of trade and 
other bodies to secure the building of 

yarships at tbe various yards, but 
have been met by steadfast opposition 
from the navy department, which has 
declared that no warships can be built 
as cheaply or in the same time as they 
‘an be at the private stations. 

The disputed question finally settled 
in conferences Tuesday provides for 
building of the largest battleship yet 
designed for the nayy, and probably 
the most powerful ship in the world, 
at one of the first class navy yards, and 
opens at once a contest between Bos- 
ton, New York, Norfolk and Mare 
Isiand for the privilege of undertaking 
the experiment, as weil as control of 
the political patronage which may be 
at the disposal of the congressional 
delegation of the state in which the 
yard is located, 

It is still further provided in the 
same section of the bill that should the 
secretary of the navy find that a com- 
bination exists among shipbuilders in 
bidding on the other vessels, two ar- 
mored cruisers, a battleship and two 
gunboats, that they shall also be built 
at navy yards. 

The delicaie question is therefore 
placed before the department of judg- 
ing whether or not a combination does 
exist when bids are opened, which, it 
is declared, will be exceedingly difti-| 
cult to determine.

Shipbuilding in Quincy. 


Many residents of Quincy will prob- 
ably be surprised to learn that the build- 
ing of large ships is not a new industry 
for the city, because it is 25 years ago 
that Deacon Thomas launched his last 
oné,a ship of 2,200 tons at Quincy 
Point. Deacon Thomas built at least 
20 ships, 1 brig and 7 schooners at 
Quincy, and there are several other 
builders between 1696 and 1880 as will 
be seen from the chapter on ‘Ship 


Building’ from Pattee’s excellent 
“History of Quincy” published at 


the Patriot cflice, which is reported 
below: 

Ship building was first carried on in 
Braintree at Ship Cove, Knight’s Neck, 
now called Quincy Neck. The first 
vessel we find that was built there was 
the Unity, in 1696, aud was constructed 
for the fishing trade, as most of the 
ketches were at that period. From 
that time to this vessels at stated and 
rarious periods have been built in this 
neighborhood, but the greater amount 
of tonnage kas been constructed at 
Quincy Point. The most noted master 
ship builders, who have been engaged 
in this business here, were Mr. Daniel 
Briggs, Mr. John Souther, James 
Brothers, Mr. Josselvn, Mr. Peleg F. 
Jones and Deacon Thomas. 

The most noted and largest ship built 
at this eurly date, in Massachusetts, 

yas constructed at Germantown. Mr. 
Eli Hayden was the contractor, and 
Capt. Wm. Hackett, of Amesbury, was 
the draughtsman. The master builder 
was Mr. Daniel Briggs, the noted 
Briggs family who were largely en- 
ed in ship building. The family 


originated in Pembroke, VPlymouth 
County. Daniel and his tive broth- 
ers were employed in the coa- 
suuction of the old Massachusetts. 


The building of so large a ship was 
quite an undertaking at this time, and 
so great was the novelty, that when 
the time came for her departure from 
ber blockings and ways, hundreds of 
people came here from adjacent towns 
to her launched She dipped 
gracefully into her mother e cement, 
amid the exultant congratulations of 
the assembled multitude, in Septem- 
ber, 178), the bottle 
christened her by the name of Massa- 
chusetts. 

The dimensions of the ship were as 
follows, viz.:— Length of keel, 116 
feet: length of beam, 36 feet, 10 inches; 
lower hold, 15 feet, 6 inches; depth of 
lower deck, five feet, 10 inches; gun 
deck to upper, 6 feet, 6 inches; 
wale, 1 foot, 6 inches; length of fore- 
mast, Sl feet, and 27 inches in diam- 
eter; mainmast, 84 feet and 28 ioches 
in diameter; mizzenmast, 70 and 
20 inches in diameter; foretopmast, 48 
feet and 15 1-2 inches in diameter; 
maintopmast, 50 feet and 15 1-2 inches 
in diameter; mizzentopmast, feet 
and 12 inches in diameter: fore yard, 
68 feet; main yard, 74 
yard, 62 feet; spritsail yard, 50 feet; 
foretopsail yard, 48 feet; maintopsail

The Massachusetts was built for 
Shaw & Randall expressly for the 


Cantou trade, and was pierced or ar- 
ranged for thirty-six guns, but only 
carried an armament of twenty six- 
pouuders and other musketry. 

Sailors were at that time largely 
possessed of and influenced by super- 
Stitious notions, and Moll. Pitcher of 
Lynn, a noted fortune teller, so played 
on their credulity that three crews 
were shipped before one could be pro- 
cured to sail in her; as she had prophe- 
sied that all who should embark in her 
would bring up in Davy Jones’ locker. 
This sort of a voyage the credulous 
seamen desired to steer clear of; hence 
the trouble of getting a crew to man 
her. 

The great benetit of ventilating ships’ 
holds on long voyages, in this early 
time of navigation, not so well 
known by shipmasters as it has been 
since.

While iu the port of Canton she was 
visited by the naval officers of Eng- 


land, France and Holland, and by 
them much admired for her naval 
architecture. 

This account of the old Massachu- 


setts is compiled from Capt. Amasa 
Delano’s Voyages. 

Mr. John Souther came to Quincy 
in 1815, and commenced ship building. 
He established his yard at what 
called Souther’s wharf, on Town River 
bay, where he for years successfully 
carried on business. The next ship- 
wright of any note was Mr. Nathan 
Josselyn, who had learned bis trade of 
Mr. Souther. Mr. Josselyn’s yard was 
located a short distance the 
Point bridge. Mr. Peleg F. Jones also 
carried on the business of Ship build- 
ing at the Point. Small crafts were 
occasionaliy built in this locality until 
Mr. Thomas, of Rockland, Maine, 
came to the Point and began the con- 
struction of vessels there in 1854. 

During the twenty-four years Mr. 
Thomas bas been engaged in the ship- 
wright business at the Point, he has 
built nineteen fine large ships, some 
of which have not been surpassed in 
making rapid voyages; he has also 
constructed one brig and six schooners. 
Their tonnage ranged from two hun- 
dred and twenty-five to two thousand 
two hundred, makiog in the aggregate 
about thirty-five thousand tons.

While all of the above ships were 
of wood, the seven-masted schooner 
Thomas W. Lawson, launched July 10, 
at Quincy, is of steel and the largest 


sailing vessel in the world. She is 
also the only seven-master. The keel 


was laid last November and the Fore 
River Ship and Engine Co. have done 
a quick job. She will be fitted out at 
the Fore River dock and will probably 
go into commission in about six weeks. 
The finished cost will be $250,000.

turned te the United States they were

none that have been offered. Mr. Pres- 
cott has bonded property adjoining his 
own which he offers at the bond price.

The city would 
benetit in increase of values if building 
was located on Prescott lot. 

Councilman Bass called attention to 
the loon the corner of Washington 
street and Maple place. There are now 
two lots adjvining. This lot with a 
small section of the adjoining lot would 
be of sufficient size. ‘The owners are 
ready to offer this and he was prepared 
to offer 15,000 feet on the corner of 
Washington street and Maple place 
and he thought owners would offer it 
for $12,000. It would be necessary to 
take some 5000 feet of the Nightingale 
lot. The price was very close to as- 
sessed valuation. 

John W. McAnarney read a letter 
signed by the superintendent of the 
hull division, the assistant treasurer 
and chief draughtsman of the Fore 
River works, recommending the lot on 
the corner of Hancock street and 
Cottage avenue. He also read letter 
from the president of the Granite bank 
recommending the Packard lot. 

Another element was that the store- 
keepers desire this lot. Washington 
street was in the extreme eastern sec- 
tion. All will agree there will be no 
chacce of development east of Wash- 
ington street. Therefore the future 
development of Quincy must be west 
of that street. The tend of growth has 
been north and south during the past 
ten years, and he believed in five years 
the centre would be near ILancock and 
School streets. We are not here to 
consider what is best for Weymonth 
but for Quincy.

At the age of eighteen he secured 
employment on a sloop engaged in 
carrying granite between Quincy and 
Boston. He followed this occupation 
for several years, being placed in com- 
mand of a sloop after three years’ ser- 
vice, finally buying several sloops and 
engaging in the business for himself. 
Later he organized the firm of ©. T. 
Derry & Co., contractors for the build- 
ing of sea-walls and wharves, a busi- 
bess which be has followed ever since, 
and has been very successful, 

This firm was one of the pioneers in 
this industry. Many of the largest 
contracts in and about Boston were 
successfully fulfilled by them, Some 
of their most notable work was a sea- 
wall more than a mile in length for the 
foundation of Albany street, Boston, 
which required seven years to complete ; 
a sea-wall on the Mystic river, a mile 
and a half loog for the Boston & Maine 
railroad, and a mile of sea-wall on the 
Charles river in the rear of Beacon 


Quincy, where the growth was, and 
where the money was earned. It was 
absurd to claim that the corner of 
Washington and Canal was the business 
centre, There was no more desirable 
lot than the Packard lot. 

C. C. Hearn said the business centre 
was between Saville and School streets.

Certain peculiarities in the handling 
the two six-masters, however, 
showed that in them the limit of size 
in wood construction was reached. In 
sailing it was discovered that the six- 
masters were ‘‘tender,’’ that is to say, 
the rise and fall of the seas under their 
great length, made them wiggle and 
spring, their keelson not being rigid 
enough when built of wood although 
of hugh thickness, was reenforced in 
every possible way. Hence the Law- 
son is built of steel, giving a rigid 
keelson, although a much _- slenderer 
one, all of whicb helps the carrying 
capacity. From the tip of ker eighty- 
five foot bowsprit to her great stern, 
which lifts almost a half hundred feet 
out of the water, 478 feet aft, and from 
her keel to her seven mast heads, 135 
feet above it, sbe is practically all 
steel the deck and cabin fittings and 
the 55-foot topmasts only being of 
wood.

With her nineteen sails set she will 
spread more than an acre of canvas to 
the wind and yet she carries or is to 
carry a crew of only sixteen men. The 
largest full riggers of the present day 
carry crews of thirty to forty men and 
it is obvious that the sixteen men of 
the Lawson could not handle her with- 
out special appliances, in the knowl- 
edge of the working of which comes 
the new seamanship. 

The jovial ‘yeo-heave- ho,” the 
rollicking sea chanty, and the tramp, 
tramp, of feet as the sailors hove her 
short at the capstan by main strength, 
is no longer heard in taking up the 
anchor.

Again in the hoisting and lowering 
of such great sails there is no more call 
for the watch to tally on the falls and 
“walk away up the deck with her” 
while the great gaff swings aloft or is 
dropped. Instead a valve is turned in 
the steam winch which sits at the foot 
of the mast,the drum revolves and 
with a man to “hold aturn’’ of the 
halyards on this the sail goes aloft with 
no strain except it be on the piston 
rod of the engine.

Thus the 
five-master has ways that are new and 
tricks that are vain which never con- 
fronted the captaio of the three-master, 
aod these are to be learned only by 
actual handling. Captain Crowley, 
who is to be the master of the Lawson, 
well knows this. He bas grown up 
with the schooner type, and has han- 
dled each additional mast as it came 
into use. Yet he sees no reason why 
the seven-master, when her little ways 
are once learned, should not be handled 
as well as the smaller ships. 


Within a few weeks the Thomas W.

Quincy may have another battleship 
to build. Circulars were issued at 
Washington on Friday and bids will be 
op@ned QGct1 for the new battleship 
Louisiana. 

The maximum time for the 
struction of the Louisiana is 
months. For any delay beyond the 
contract time the builders are to for- 
feit $300 per day for the first month 
and $600 a day thereafter. 

In considering bids preference will 
be given to the bidder who offers to 
construct the ship in the shortest 
time. The speed of the ship is to be 
18 knots. If it falls below that limit 
$50,000 is to be deducted from the con- 
tract price for each quarter knot down

to 17 kuots and $100,000 for each 
quarter knot below the latter figure 
down to 16 1-2 knots. 

If the ship fails to make 16 1-2 


knots, the secretary of the navy car 
reject her in his discretion.

Denver, Colorado, July 10, 1902. 
To the Editor:— 

Having recently returned from a 
trip to Costa Rica, Central America, 
/I thought a few notes on that country 
might be of interest to your readers. 

Costa Rica became independent of 
Spanish rule in 1821, and was a mem- 
ber of the Confederation of Central 
America until 1840, since which time 
it has been a Republic. 

The population is about 300,000, con- 
sisting of natives, balf breeds, Indians, 
Negroes and about 10,000 foreigners, 
of which I should think one-fourth 
were Americans. 

The country has nearly three times 
the area of Massachusetts, and about 
one-tenth the population. 

Lying between Nicaragua on the 
north and Columbia on the south, its 
low latitude (9 deg. to 11 deg. north) 
would make it a very hot country, 
were it not for the mountainous charac- 
ter of the interior. 

Away from the seashores the climate 
is delightful and one of the healthiest 
in the world. In a very few years, 
when better known, Costa Rica will be 
consilered one of the most desirable 
places for tourists to pass the winter, 
spring and fall months. Even the 
summers are not hot in the mountains. 

Railroads are being built in different 
sections of the country by the govern- 
ment, and when completed (which wi!l 
be inside of a year) will add very much 
to the country’s prosperity. Soon, one 
can cross the country from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific by the railroad. 

From New York to Limon by fine 
steamers, requires seven days. From 
Limon to San Jose, the capital, it is 
about one hundred miles by rail. From 
San Jose to Punta Arenas (on the 
Pacific) the distance is about 60 miles. 
The railroad connecting the capital 
with the Pacific is now being built.

Among the transfers reported in the 
Banker and Tradesman last week is 
cue that sets at rest the rumor that has 
been prevalent for some time, that 
some of the Quincy ice dealers had sold 
out to the Ice Trast. The transfers re- 
ferred to are:

This property is what is known as 
the Crystal Spring Ice Co. and is 
probably the first step of the ice trast 
to get control of the ice business in 
Quincy, after which the price of ice 
will probably go up with a jump. 

There has also been a rumor that the 
proposition to lease the old reservoir to 
W. T. Shea was another move on the 
part of the ice trust to control the ice 
business in Quincy. 

Mr. Shea, in his communication to 
the City Council, stated that he was 
willing to give a bond not to sell or 
lease his privilege. While this is un- 
doabtedly true there is nothing, says 
dame rumor, to prevent his selling the 
entire product of the pond to one in- 
dividual or party, and that party might 
be a representative of the ice trust. 

That the ice trnst desires to coatrol the 
ice business in Quincy is evident from 
the fact that every ice dealer has been 
approached by an agent of the trust, 
but the Crystal Spring is the firat to 
fall into their control. In the event of

The keel for the second of the car 
floats being built at Fore River for the 
New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad has been laid and the first 
trames are already up. The other float 
is now well under way. Two gravity 
railroad tracks have been laid from the 
ship tool shop to the floats for carrying 
construction material.

The constantly increasing volume of 
work at Fore River has put such heavy 
demands on the ship tool shop that 
more room is required and the company 
to build a separate angle 
smith’s shop, which will take some of 
the blacksmith work out of the present 
structure, 

A number of boilers to be put into 
the battleship Rhode Island and New 
Jersey, which are building at Fore 
River, has been cut in halves by in- 
creasing their size. Instead of twenty- 
four boilers 17 x 14 x 12, of the 
big vessels will have twelve boilers 19 
x 14x 12. ‘The first tier of the battle 
ship’s tloor beams are being raised now 
and the speed of the work has been 
increaed by moving a cutting, punch- 
ing and rolling machine for the sbip 
tool shop to the head of the ship house 
where material can be handled practi- 
cally at the workmen's elbow. The 
twenty ton stem casting for the Rhode 
Island is being finished just under 
where the ship’s bow will rest. 

A section of track has already been 
laid on the concrete dock of the Fore 
River fitting out basin and before long 
the gantry crane will be installed. A 
large force of men is busy on the con- 
crete work and the completion of the 
basin is in sight now. 

Outwardly the cruiser Des Moines 
looks ready for launching as she rests 
on her stocks on the Fore River beach. 
Her interior is a busy place nowadays, 
however, for her six big boilers areto be 
set in place before she is put overboard. 
The work of installing them has begun, 
a derrick pole being used to raise and 
jlower them. The yard officials are 
jalready making preparations for the 
construction of the launching ways.

The Foxboro Asylum. 


Some of the credit of the reform to 
take place at the Fi xboro asylum is 
due to the work of Senator Sprague, 
chairman this year of the joint commit- 
tee of the Legislature on Public Char- 
itable Institutions, The Boston Ad- 
vertiser says editorially: It is with 
some satisfaction that we are able to 
state this morning that at last there is 
a good prospect for reform in the man- 
agement in the state asylum for hard 
drinkers—an institution which is lo- 
cated at Foxboro in Norfolk County. 
The goings on at this institution have 
disgusted many people who have 
known of the farce for years. The 
state’s money has been wasted ina 
good many cases. A larger element of 
business men has just been put on the 
board of trustees by Gov. Crane, and 
wecan sayif half the charges made 
against the Foxboro asylum by those 
who ought to know are anything more 
| than mere spite talk, there is going to 
be a very welcome reform in the way 
of running that institution. 

‘Outs de the talk about speakeasies 
in that neighborhood, the worst feature 
about the Foxboro asylum at present 
is that it has become a dumping ground 
for hopeless and irreclaimable 
“drunks.”’ Men and women who 
could no more be reformed by. the 
methods at Foxboro than Vanderbilv’s 
Red Devil could be safely used by a 
baby as a go-cart, have been sent to 
Foxboro and are being sent every year 
—why? Simply because the families 
of these men and women get tired of 
supportiog them during their frenzied 
bursts of intoxication and they walvad 
their troublesome charges upon the 
state institution simply to get rid of the 
drunkards for as long a time as the 
state is willing to support these hope- 
less cases. 

“Every business man will say at 
once that is no good way to spend the 
states money. It is not right that tax- 
payers should be obliged to chip in 
every year to take care of the con- 
firmed ‘drunks’? in Massachusetts, 
especiaily in such cases where the 
families of these hopeless cases can 
afford to care for them, but are too 
lazy or Loo unfeeling to do so. Any- 
way, the Foxboro institution was never 
established by the state with any such 
idea in mind. 

“This thing has been said by the Ad- 
vertiser more than once in the past, 
and it would be unnecessary to repeat 
it now, except for the fact that there is 
hope in sight at last fora clean re- 
form. The trouble bas beefi with some 
of tbe older members of the board of 
trustees, in former years. They claimed 
that the courts sent these ‘old soaks” 
to Foxboro and that the institution was 
obliged to receive them. They threw 
all the blame on the courts, and while 
they admitted that tbe system was 
wrong, they would take none of the 
blame themselves, 

“Now as a matier of fact there is 
law enough to justify the trustees any 
time in refusing every hopeless case 
sentto them. The new members of 
the board know it, and we think the 
other members of the reorganized 
beard understand it, too. There is a 
chauce to make a good clean record for 
economy at Foxboro, next year, and it 
looks very much now as if this would 
be done, from the pledges we have al- 
ready received. The retorm is going 
to help the institution and that is 
something worth considering, even 
outside of the fact that it would save 
the state money. 

“The practise of sending hopeless 
drunkards to Foxboro and the record 
ofsuch men as soon as they got out 
again, naturally have combined to give 
the institution such a bad name with 
public generally that decent men and 
women who still have some hope of re- 
form would rather go almost anywhere 
than to this Norfolk county rest cure 
for the black sheep of Massachusetts 
families.

Faxon of Quihty tis a vig libel suit 
on his hands, growing out of his at- 
tacks at the way the ‘city’ government 
of that little burgh is run, But the 
people of Quincy, instead of attacking 
Faxon, ought tu praise him. Quincy 
is practically bankrupt. That is, its 
burden of devt is so great that real es- 
tate is practically unsalable at its as- 
sessed ve'ue. Of the towns within 10 
miles of Boston, enly Weymouth, Ever- 
ett, Chelsea, and Saugus make a worse 
showing. 

“Yet Quincy spends as much per 
head for schools as Boston; tor its 
streets as Cambridge; for its fire de- 
partment as Newton. It has a right to 
spend less than 25 p. c. as Brookline, 
yet it spends more for sidewalks, sew- 
ers, water, printing and interest than 
Brookline, while the latter spends less 
than twice as much for schools. And 
yet people wonder that tolks who pay 
taxes go to Brovkline, Nahant, Boston, 
Newton, Cohasset or Milton, to live, 
rather than to the towns mentioned, or 
Woburn, Somerville, Waketield, Stone- 
ham, or Hyde Park. What these later 
need, and they need it badly, is men 
who will make these places live within 
their means. ”’ 

The above attack of the Boston Re- 
cord should not pass unnoticed. Some 
of the comparisons of the departments 
with Brookline and Newton are un- 
doubtedly true, but it is a fact, prob- 
ably, that no city or town can make a 
favorable comparison with these excep- 
tionally rich places, not even Bosten. 

Why should not Quincy spend as 
much per head for schools as Boston! 
Why not balf as much as Brookline for 
| schools wher we have twice as many 
pupils! 

The attack on Quincy is entirely un- 
called for. Weare willing toe admit that 
cities and towns are not living within 
their means, and that Quincy is one of 
them, We deplore the ‘fact. The rap- 
idly increasing debt for current ex- 
penses is appalling. It is in special 
appropriations rather than in depart- 
ment expenses that the city is extrava- 
gant and reckless. 

But Quincy is not bankrupt, as city 
property is valued at $2,000,000 or $3, - 
000,000, or more, and its total debt 
Jan. 1, 1902, was $1,566,635.64, largely 
for water and sewers. 

An assessment of $20 per capita 
would pay the entire municipal debt 
immediately. Not over 25 of the 36s 
cities and towns of the commonwealth 
show greater activity in real estate, and 
not 25 are keeping up with Quincy 
in increase in valuation, population, 
polls, voters, new houses, improve- 
ments, etc. We challenge the Record 
to make a comparison.

Disturbers Fined. 


When the continued cases of the dis- 
turbers of the peace at Quincy Point on 
Sunday was called in court Wednes- 
-day, they were defended by Lawyer 
Moran. He elected that only one of the 
defendents should be tried at a time, 
aud the case of Michael Barry was 
heard. Officer Donovan who arrested 
all thirteen was the first witness and 
testified to the disturbance and to 
warning the occupants of the barge; a 
bugle was blown and there was holler- 
ing, etc. 

Lawyer Morao cross questioned and 
ridiculed the witness at leogtb. He 
endeavored to confine the evidence 
solely to Barry and first asked Officer 
to describe Barry. Then he inquired 
about the different barges; how many, 
how many horses, how many in the 
barges, ete. 

Tbe officer testified that after the 
barge turned into South street they 
shouted to him to ‘‘pull in the box 
and give us a ride,’’ ete. That all con- 
tributed to the commotion, That he 
saw Berry's mouth open. Ran after 
barge and ordered driver to stop which 


he did. Requested driver to turn barge 
and return to box, Said street was 


too narrow. Had men get out and 
walk back to box, and all were taken 
in patrol wagon to station. Had re- 
volver in hand after I stopped barge. 

Arthur W. Newcomb and T. B. Pol- 
lard who were attending services in the 
church testified to the services being 
disturbed by hollering. 

A. M. McCurdy and Charles W. 
Bushnell testified to seeing barges on 
Washington street, and knew the officer 
warned them. 

Inspector McKay testified that Barry 
was one of those who at the police sta- 
tion after arrest admitted . that 
pants of barge had caused disturbance, 
and enquired as to fine, and suggested 
pleading guilty. 

Officer Cartin gave similar testimony. 

The only witnesses for the defence 
were Edwin N. White the driver of the 
barge and the defendant, Barry. The 
latter admitted it was necessary to talk 
loud to be heard, and that a harmonica 
was played. 

Lawyer Moran made a half-hour 
argument holding that all were not 
guilty for the acts of one, 

Judge Cook fined Barry 32, and 
allowed the otber twelve defendants to 
plead nolo contendere when they were 
tined $2 each which they paid.

Fisher Against Betts. 


A dispatch from Bath, Me., to the 
Boston Herald, under date of Aug. 25, 
says: P 

‘‘When news reached this city last 
fall of the sudden termination of the 
banking business of J. M. Fisher & 
Co., of Boston, a score of Bath people 
uttered deep groans, as they had made 
heavy investments, while all chances 
of getting their money back seemed 
slight. Fred E. Betts, who seemed to 
play the leading part in the firm’s busi- 
ness, is well known in this city, and 
has been entertained by his friends to 
no little extent. 

“This summer he has been here fre- 
quently, and is said to have been try- 
ing to interest people in a new invest- 
ment scheme. 

“When J. M. Fisher arrived in town 
yesterday and proposed to call a meet- 
ing of some of the creditors to talk mat- 
ters over, the idea seemed very pleas- 
ing. The meeting was held in a Front 


street office today, and six or eight of 


the heaviest creditors were in attend- 


ance, 


“Mr, Fisher did most of the talxing 
and explained the situation by saying 
that he had heard that Betts was try- 
ing to interest Bath people in another 
scheme, and he wanted to do all in his 
power to prevent him. He also wanted 
the Bath creditors to putin a claim in 
a suit now in progress in the courts, 
brought ion the name of Addie K. 
Keller, to have a receiver appointed 
for some funds alleged to be in the 
possession of Betts. The claim is 
made, as a reason for the petition, that 
Betts is dissipating the funds which 
rightfully belong to others. 

‘“ Fisher told of his own connection 
with the concern, saying that he had 
received a salary of $20 a week, which 
had sometimes been-increased to $40.

As already noted Capt. Charles N. 
Haunt was 80 years old Friday, Aug. 
29. : 
Capt. Hunt was born in Scituate, 
Aug. 29, 1822, and was the son of Na- 
than and Catherine Hunt. His fether 
was lost at sea when Capt. Hunt was 
two years old, his ship, the schooner 
Ocean of Hingham, foundering on the 
Frying Pan shoals off the North Caro- 
lina coast. Her entire crew was lost. 
Two years after the death of her hus- 
band, Mrs Hunt moved to Quincy and 
in the public schools of this place, then 
a town, Capt. Huut received his educa- 
tion. 

On leaving school Capt. Hunt learned 
the granite cutter’s trade, and worked 
at it for many years. Later in life he 
learned the stone mason’s trade, and 
was afterward engaged in building many 
of the sea walls along the New England 
coast and in Boston harbor. 

When fort Sumter was fired on, Capt. 
Hunt enlisted as a private in Co. H 4th 
Mass, infantry, commanded by Col. Ab- 
ner B. Packard, at present one the 
leading residents of this city. The 4th 
regt. was the first body of volunteer 
troops to reach fort Monroe, which was 
threatened by the confederates, and 
they received a warm welcome from the 
garrison. With his regiment Capt. 
Ilunt participated in the battle of Big 
Bethel, the first pitched battle of the 
civil war. 

After serving his term of enlistment, 
Capt. Hunt was honorably discharged. 
On arriving home he entered the em- 
ploy of the government, and was en- 
gaged in strengthening the fortitication 
on Fort Warren in Boston harbor. 
Later on, when a call for three years’ 
men was issued by President Lincoln, 
Capt. Hunt enlisted in Co. H. Svth 
Mass. infantry, and was commissioned 
first sergeant. 

It was only a short time before

Why Electric Railways Succeed. 


The electric railway is to perform a 
service for mankind as notable and per- 
haps ultimately as great as that ren- 
dered by its steam-operated precursor. 
Already it handles the balk of suburban 
and short distance interurban passenger 
traffic; it carries freight, mail, express 
and baggage; it operates at speeds 
reacbing 60 miles per hour; its cars are 
operated on time schedules and dis- 
patched by telephone; its roadbed is 
often as expensive and heavy of con- 
struction as that of best steam lines;

investor, pays large dividends. At the 
present time $1, 600,000,000 are nomi- 
nally invested in electric roads in the 
United States and upon this sum 
$7,000,000 are paid in yearly dividends; 
300,000 employes receive yearly in 
wages $250,000,000 and there are 
20,000 miles of track on which 60,000 
cars are run, In 1899 ten miles of 
electric road were built for every mile 
of steam road constructed. Still, it 
cannot be said that the electric roads 
have achieved their great success in 
competition with steam roads. They 
have opened a field of development 
which does not compete with and was 
not open to steam. 

The peculiar advantages of the elec- 
tric system of traction are frequent 
service, flexibility, convenient location, 
clean, light, and airy cars, and low 
fares. Of these, probably the most 
important are location and ability to 
maintain a frequent service with small 
units. By these means electric roads 
have succeeded where traffic did not 
previously exist and could not have 
been produced by steam roads. —George 
Hi. Gibson, in The Enginesering Maga- 
zine for September.

Washington, Sept. 5, 1902. 
The announcement that the first con- 
tribution to science to be made by the 
Carnegie Institution would consist of 
the purchase, reorganization and thor- 
ough equipment of the Marine Biolog- 
ical Laboratory at Wood's Hole, Mass., 


which was made in these letters some- 
time ago, has resulted in exciting 
considerable criticism of the Carnegie 
trustees, from various scientific sources, 
notably the editor of the Popular 
Science Monthly and Prof. Albert P. 
Mathews, professor of physiological 
chemistry at the University of Chicago. 
The purport of the criticisms offered is 
to the effect that the Carnegie Institu- 
tion should afford pecuniary assistance 
to such scientific establishments 
may require it, but should refrain from 
assuming their proprietorship. It 
even predicted by the editor referred 
to, that, uader the direction of the Car- 
negie Institution, the Wood's Hole 
laboratory will become practically a 
department of the government and a 
sine cure fora class of scientists who 
seek to “‘give as little as they can and 
get all they can."’ He says, ‘‘the whole 
spirit of the place will change.’’ From 
a source very close to the trustees of 
the Institution, your correspondent ob- 
tained some interesting light on the 
situation at Wood's Hole and incident- 
ally on the spirit which prompts this 
of criticism, Nothing, say the 
friends of the Carnegie Institution, 
would be more objectionable to that 
master of finance, Mr. Andrew Carne- 
gie than a quasi connection with an in- 
stitution which was suffering from mis- 
management of its tinancial affairs. Lt 
is freely admitted that there has been 
mismanagement at the Marine Labora- 
tory and that there has been friction 
among those who have had its interests 
in charge. It was for these reasons 
that the trustees of the Institution 
deemed it essential to their assumption 
of their liabilities of the Laboratory 
that they become proprietors 
assets. The inner history of the Lab- 
oratory reveals a 
management, not in any sense culpable 
mismanagement, but of the kind that 
seems almost inevitable in connection 
with an establishment conducted by 
men whose specialty is science, in one 
form or another, and who are prone to 
regard business as merely a necessary 
but disagree commitant of all enter- 
prises.

While the chief end of the 
government scientists is to apply known 
science to practical ends and it is only 
incidentally that they make discoveries 
of scientific principles, the chief end 
of the Carnegie Institution is to dis- 
cover and elaborate scientific principles, 
the application of which will be left to 
others, That the trustees of the Insti- 
tution will be duped into employing a 
class of men who will seek a maximum 
of compensation for a minimum of per- 
formance, is a reflection on the breadth 
and character of the men whom Mr. 
Carnegie selected to administer the 
munificent endowment with which he 
founded the institution and an assump- 
tion a mere reading of the roster of 
trustees would seem to amply disap- 
prove. 

Apropos of the Carnegie Institution, 
lam informed that the trustees have 
been flooded with requests for pecu- 
niary assistance from inventors who 
desire to secure patents for their ideas 
and I understand that the rendering of 
such assistance would be in absolute 
opposition to the spirit of the Institu- 
tion, as construed by the present board 
of trustees, They say that the purpose 
of the Institution is the dissemination 
of knowledge, etc., and not the assist-

Capt. Doane, who retires the first of 
next month, was born in Harwich in 
1843; and at the age of twelve years 
made his first sea voyage. He con- 
tinued to follow the sea until 1885, 
when he came to Quincy. He had 
command of a merchant vessel when 
but eighteen years of age, and during 
his career visited many foreign ports. 

He had the distinction of being in 
command of the first vessel captured 
by the Confederates. It was the 
schooner Nathan Chase. She was re- 
turning from a foreigo port and while 
in Southern waters was ordered to sur- 
render by an armed tug. The captain 
at that time did not koow that war 
had been declared, and refused. A 
shot was then sent after him and he 
was compelled to surrender. 

The confederates robbed him and his 
crew of everything they had, and after 
keeping them a few weeks put them on 
board a small boat and told them to 
skip. It is needless to say that the 
order was obeyed. Making bis way to 
New York he entered the government 
transport service, and was an ollicer on 
the transport that conveyed the first 
troops to Washington from New York. 

After the war he again entered the 
merchant trade and followed it until he 
came to Quincy. When 
Quincy in October he will return to bis 
native place at Harwich. 

Captain Doane holds a commission in 
the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
and is an honorary member of Paul 
Revere Post 88, G. A. R.

Cook together one 
tablespoonful of butter and two table- 
spoonfuls of flour, add two cupfuls of 
boiled potato and one cupful of boiled 
ovion rubbed throngh a sieve, and two 
cupfuls of hot milk, Let this simmer 
tive minutes, pour ina cupful of cream, 
bring to the boiling point, season to 
taste, and serve.

Microbes in Telephones. 


According to The Medical Record, 
Dr. W. H. Hill, of the bacteriological 
laboratory of the Boston Health Depart- 
ment, recently made an examination of 
thirteen public telephones in that city. 
In several of the transmitters harmless 
microbes were found, but an inocula- 
tions of guinea pigs failed to reveal 
the presence of any pathogenic micro- 
organisms, The report states, however, 
that this examination bas demonstrated 
the possibility of infectious diseases, 
particularly diphtheria and tubercu- 
losis, being conveyed from one user of 
the telephone to a subsequent user. He 
suggests that the receiver as well as 
the transmitter be also cleaved and 
disinfected, Precautions of this 
nature are more necessary in public 
than in private telephones, as in many 
cases public telephones are used by 
persons who are unfamiliar with the 
instrument and insist upon placing 
their lips in close contact with the 
transmitter.—Scientific American.

Supervision of Trusts. 


The evils of the trusts are apparent 
to the masses, but the panacea is not so 
plain. The best solution seems to be 
advanced, however, by George E. Rob- 
erts, the director of the mint, and one 
of the progressive students of public 
questions, who takes issue with the 
views recently expressed: by a Wash- 
ington oflicial as to the propriety of the 
Government’s exercising a similar su- 
pervision in behalf of the stockholders 
of an industrial concern that it now 
does in behalf of bank depositors. 
This, it was maintained, would bea 
step toward Socialism. 

Lincoln, the Washington correspon- 
dent of the Boston Transcript reports 
Mr. Roberts as follows: 

“The point has been raised, that the 
Government supervises banks because 
they are custodians of money of other 
people, and not to protect the interests 
of the stockholders, and it,would be 
another and distinct step toward Social- 
ism to undertake to protect the citizen 
in his own investments. 

“True, it may be a step from the su- 
pervision of baaks to the supervision 
of other business corporations, but 
does itinvolve any new principle? The 
deposit of money ina bank is an in- 
vesiment, clearly so where itis made 
for the accuring interest, and the su- 
pe:vision is justified on the ground 
that it is impracticable for each individ- 
ual depositor to keep himself informed 
asto the management of the bank, 
and thatit is a wise public policy to en- 
courage thrift and the conservatism of 
capital by the use of banks. Does this 
reasoning apply to other corporations? 
Perhaps not forcibly so} long as there 
is ample opportunity for investment 
where the owner may give it his own 
supervision. Butif the business field 
is to be occupied by the great corpora- 
rations, if it be true that the small inde- 
pendent producer and dealer must give 
way to them, how are the savings of 
the people to be invested? Does it not 
follow that the people who have been 
small dealers, and the waye-earners 
who have savings must become share- 
holders in the corporations? 

It is already a grave problem how to 
invest the savings of people. The re- 
duction of interest rates by savings 
banks tells the Millions are 
wa-ted annually because safe invest- 
ments not readily found, It is 
imporiant to the country that this cap- 
ital, vast in the aggregate, be utilized, 
and with the field for independent busi- 


story.

“But if this is to follow these corpo 


rations must be conducted with some 


urd for the rights of the smali 
stockholder. There must be some re- 
striction of those in control of — the 
properties. Stock jobbery must be 


suppressed and minorities protected. 
The individual stockholder is as help- 
less as a single depositor in a bank, and 
why do not the same considerations of 
public policy that suzgest supervision 
of banks suggest aimilar oversight of 
all these great corporations whose stock 
is offered for general investment? The 
Government does not undertake to run 
the banks, but it does atlempt to see 
that they are honestly conducted, and 
that certain definite regulations are en- 


forced. 

‘“‘Insiead of blindly opposing the ten- 
dency to industrial concentration which 
is certainly irresistible, this policy 
would control it, adapt our industrial 
system toit, save the benefits of con- 
centration and distribute them broad- 
cast, and at the same time establish in- 
dustrial peace. Call it Soe ali-m if you 
will. Modern industrial life is 
lially co-operative and tends to indus- 
trial unity. That is, today, the modern 
industrial system is a great machine, 
tending constantly to be simplified. 
We should direct it along lines that are 
both practical and socially wholesome. 

“If there to be governmental 
regulation itis lisely that overcapitaliza- 
tion will be forbidden. While a high 
capitalization does not directly give the 
powerto iucrease charges, it has an 
effort to confuse, obscure aud cover up 
the value of the stock as well as the 
cost of the production. The stock is 
distributed to the public on an unsafe 
basis, a false price Jevel is established, 
and our whole industrial fabric is mad- 
insecure. There is force in the argue 
ments, that we should not lay burdens 
upon corporation that will give wealthy 
individuals an advantage, but there is a 
distinction to be made between regula- 
tions that would make it more costly 
to do business and regulations that 
simply euforce straightforward, open 
methods of doing business. It is pretty 
safe {o say that eyentually these 
mammoth corporations will have to do 
business in the open. 

“Tnotice you say in one of your 
letters about the real estate boom in 
Washington that people insist upon 
houses that have open plumbing; there 
is suspicion about the plumbing unless 
they can see all around it; aud the 
people want to all around and 
through the big concerns that have so 
much power and in which they are 
virtually compelled invest their 
money if they invest it at all, They 
are not private concerns; they do not 
belong to the men who run them; the 
actual ownership widely distn- 
buted; they have become institutions; 
they are a part of our industrial life, 
the agencies through which we sup- 
ply our daily needs. 

“Tf there was a national incorpora- 
tion act, under which business enter- 
prises could voluntarily incorporate 
and thus place themselves under na- 
tional supervision, the companies that 
desire to place their stock on the 
market would probably be compelled 
by public sentiment to organize under 
it. Investors would give a decided 
preference to the share of such corpor-
